CHICAGO, Oct. 18.—Lieut. May- 
nard continued his record-breaking 
speed yesterday from Wahoo, Neb., 
and nightfall found him more than 
600 miles ahead of his closegt pur- 
suer, Capt. J. O. Donaldson, at Des 
Moines. 

Second in actual distance covered 
throughout most of the race and dis- 
putant of first honors for elapsed 
time, Capt. Lowell H. Smith, flying 
Maj. Carl Spatzs De Haviland-4 
Bluebird, spent the night in Chicago 
and took off today at 7:16:57 on his 
return trip to San Francisco. His 
nearest pursuers were closer to him 
than those behind Lieut. Maynard, 
however, Lieuts. EK. C. Kieh and H. 
E. Queens being only on contfel sta- 
tion away. 

Third in the eastbound flight, 
Lieut. Alexa Pearson today was at 
North Platte, Neb., with a damaged 
ship. Lieut. Earl Manzelman was 
fourth, about 290 miles west of Pear- 
son. 

Twenty-three of the 62 starters to- 
day had completed the crossing one 
way and 11 had started the second 
lap. A number of westbond fliers 
were nearing San Francisco, while 
the “Flying Parson” yesterday 
passed the last man in the Eastern 
flight, Lieut. J. T. Richter, between 
Chicago and Cleveland. 

Capt. J. O. Denaldson, who i 
holding second place in the trans- 
continental air derby passed through 
Chicago, eastbound, this morning.

The Milk Indictments. 
Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

About 20 IllMmois milk producers and 
St. Louis milk distributing firms have 
been indicted by the October Federal 
grand jury on complaint, substantiated 
with sufficient evidence of the United 
States Government pure food and drug 
inspection service, for imposing upon the 
consuming public citizens of St. Louis of 
watered, skimmed and filthy milk. 

Not only was this condition true two 
years ago, when the above evidence was 

secured; but, according to these seme 
Government officials, such a deplorable 
condition existed as late as last July, 
when an extensive investigation was 
made to show the same dangerous condi- 
tions still continue. 

Our city officials to whom has been 
intrusted the safeguarding of our health, 
and the guaranteeing to us of a pure, un- 
adulterated milk supply, have emphat- 
ically denied the charges made against 
the safety and purity of our milk supply. 

The Government officials, after mak- 
ing a large number of careful chemical 
and bacteriological analysis, coupled with 
a thorough sanitary inspection of many 
city milk plants, claim that our milk 
supply is skimmed, watered and filthy, 
rendering it dangerous to use, especially 
by our children. 

To refute this our city officials claim 
that “our infant mortality rate was the 
lowest in the United States in 1917,” yet 
the facts compiled in statistical form 

show many cities to have a lower infant 
mortality rate than ours. As to the 
typhoid fever cases due to imperfect 
cleansing of bottles, not to impure milk, 
how absurd! Ien’t that very condition & 
part of the charge, that of unsanitary 
conditions rendering the milk subject to 
contamination? Isn’t milk at once impure 
when put in unclean bottles? They also 
claim that most of our milk delivered to 
us is far above requirements, but at the 
same time state they made 40 prosecu- 
tions in one month against violators of 
such requirements. Does that seem con- 
sistent? 

If these-milk deers are guilty, shall 
they continue to plunder the public, or 
will the city prevent them by revoking 
the licenses of continued offenders? What 
we consumers want are those “inexorable 
faets” brought to us by the city as well 
as by the Government officials, and a 
ewift and sure remedy of this evil said to 
exist. | A CONSUMER.

In the final installment of his memoirs, printed in 
the Post-Dispatch Friday, he declares that the great- 
est crime against the German people was, not the act 
of the military caste plunging them into a causeless 
war which forfeited a position in the world already 
great and mortgaged their future for half a century, 
but the revolution which brought retribution to the 
Hohenzollern ring. The implacable old Admiral 
plainly shows how much he despises the new states- 
men of his country who are attempting to align Ger- 
many with twentieth century liberal thought, as ex- 
emplified in Germany's former enemies, and who, as 
hg says, are cultivating hatred for the medieval im- 
perialists “who made the German empire powerful, 
created army corps, built ships for our protection.” 
He even declares that the revolutiqn “overthrew 
everything that had made Gerfnany great.” 

Because of their possible effect on sentiment in this 
country, objection was made to the publication of the 
Von Tirpitz confessions. But who, having read them, 
would persist in objection? Their illumination of 
the strange viewpoints of militarism is perhaps more 
graphic than could be supplied from other sources. 
Their perusal is worth while ag fixing the responsi- 
bility for frightfulness at sea, if for no other reason. 
He writes himself down as the uncompromising ad- 
vocate from the first of unrestricted U-boat warfare. 
He resigned the command of the navy because the 
policy was modified for a time on our protest.

Four of the five members 
of the combine handle@ last year 49.5 per cent of the 
shipped poultry of the United States, 33 per cent of 
the shipped eggs, 49 per cent of the factory-made 
cheese. The five members handled 49.4 per cent of all 
lard products and lard substitutes. The Libby, Mc- 
Neill & Libby Co., a Swift, subsidiary, handled 10.4 
per cent of all. evaporated and condensed milk and 
monopolised the pineapple supply of the country. A 
practical control over the cereal breakfast food line 
is exercised by Armour & Co, : 

It is no Jonger a question of the monopoly in meat 
products and by-products, including the country’s in- 
dispensable leather supply. The combine is constantly | . 
invading new fields and enlarging its control in fields | 
previously invaded.

Mr. Wanamaker said that cotton had been the curse 
of all the Southern states.

White women and children have to go into the cotton 
fields because the price of cotton, except under ab- 
normal and rare circumstances, did not permit the 
employment of capable, well-paid labor. This condl-

THE STRIKE OF THE STRIKERS. 

A new variety of strike has developed in the South 
Chicago steel mills—a strike within a strike. Among 
the strikers are men owning automobiles, who have | 
been employed in driving pickets from one front to 
another. They have been working 13 hours a day or | 
more, at a daily wage of $8. They have demanded | 
$10 a day and eight hours. Presumably the demand 
has been refused. Anyhow, the car-owning strikers 
have struck against their fellow-strikers. 

The incident has an element of humor, of course, 
but it may have educational possibilities, too. What 
efforts, if any, were made by the strike managers to | 
conciliate or satisfy their own intractables are not, 
reported. Possibly no effort was made. Possibly 
the strike managers summarily refused to consider 
the motorists’ demands. Possibly the strike man- 
agers, a la Gary, refused even to see or talk with the 
motorists. Possibly the motorists did net give the 
strike managers a chance to discuss the proposition 
at all, but simply stated their requirements and quit 
their jobs, pending the granting of the desired wage 
and working scale. If any one of those assumptions 
is correct it ought to illustrate, with especial force, 
the folly of such procedure. It ought also to be an 
apt and convincing argument for arbitration as to 
the method of settling labor disputes. 

Whether the strike managers increase their knowl- 
edge and broaden their understanding of essentials 
from this contingency may not be forecast, but the 
striking motorists have, unwittingly, opened the door 
for them to the school of actual experience.

development in foreign countries none {fs 
more important than language. A common tongue 
is the key that unlocks many doors and facilitates 
between nations an intercourse which develops a 
mutual understanding of conduct, of customs, 


-+and habits that is of such vital importance tn the 


establishment of commercial! relations. 

While it is true that English is a common 
medium throughout a large part of the com- 
mercial world, and that ft is gradually becoming 
a universal language, there are yet comparatively 
large areas within the sphere of American for- 
eign trade where the use of English is relatively 
small. China, with a population of 400,000,008, — 
rich in resources and presenting great opportu-' — 
nities in commercial and industrial expansion, is « 
case in point. There English is limited to the 
channels of foreign trade, and, moreover, within 
these bounds it fs In a measure employed through 
the medium of interpreters. 

The question which concerns American trads 
relations with China is that of overcoming the 
obstacles of a strange language. China, for obvi- 
ous reasons, is not equipped to adopt English on 
a large scale. America, therefore, if it is to build 


and intensive trade with China, must be prepared 
to adopt the Chinese language. Business rela- 
tions of the kind needed to achieve this success 
must of necessity extend beyond the seaboard. 
Trade emissaries will be réquired to visit cities 
and communities far inland—to come in contact 
with domestic China. 

Other nations, particularly Great Britain, 
France and Germany, to say nothing of Japan. 
recognize the problems of successful trade with 
China, and have not hesitated to overcome the 
difficulty of language. To that end these countries, 
which we must reckon as competitors, have un-+ 
dertaken to learn the language and have succeed- 
ed. In Paris, London, and previous to the war in 
Berlin, schools have conducted classes in Chinese 
for commercial purposes. The Chinese spoken 
language is not, as so many assume, a thing 
sealed to foreigners. Chinese ideography—that fs, 
the written language—is and ia likely to remain @ 
closed book to all but schofars. The spoken 
tongue, and, as a matter of fact, has been mas 
tered by many Europeans and by a large number’ 
of Americans who have lived in the republic. And

As a re- 
sult, 18.5 per cent of the proceeds of 
the first “drive” and 19.3 per cent 
of the proceeds of the second “drive” 
were assigned to chapters. 
More for War Relief. 

The entire amount of war drive 
proceeds retained Ny national head- 
quarters was placed\in the war fund, 
which could be used only for war re- 
lief projects. To this fund was alse 
amount of $2,766,403.54. Asa result 
of this practice, more than $1.01 is 
available for war relief, for every 
. dollar received for that purpose, 

The first war drive was conducted 
between June 18 and June 25, 1917. 
The goal set was $100,000,000. Col- 
lections totaled $114,023,640.23, an 
oversubscription of 14 per cent. For 
campaign and collection expenses 
national headquarters appropriated 
$278,114.27, and it is estimated that 
the chapters spent $500,000 for this 
purpose; costs, therefore, were less 
than seven-tenths of 1 per cent for 
each dollar collected. 

The second war drive was conduct- 
ed between May 20 and May 27, 1918. 
Again the goal set was $100,000 000. 
Up to Feb. 28, 1919, collections to- 
taled $169,575,598.84, an oversub- 
scription of nearly 70 per cent. (It 
is estimated that when all collections 
have been received the total will ex-’ 
ceed $175,000,000, an oversubscrip- 
tion of more than 75 per cent.) Cam- 
_paign and collection expenses totale4 
approximately $1,009,000—-less than 
eix-tenths of 1 per cent for each dol- 
lar collected. 

It is estimated that more than 48.,- 
000,000 people contributed to the 
second war drive.
